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A Saanloh Indlar. TradlUon. 

"J. D," nn old and valued correspondent 
of the CoLomsr, aeada us another tradition 
of the Saanloh ladians, residing on the east 
■ideof ifche Ialaq'd, «ni4 •"me IS miles from 
Tiotoria. The ttadilion was reooiTed from 
an old Indian, who in tarn had got it from 
his father, to whom it had been handed 
down through many generations of his 
family. Thestoty Roet, that many hun- 
dreds of years ago, the ratires had no fire, 
and did not undewtand how to make one by 
rubbing two sticks together. If a deer fell 
into their pits, they would devour it raw- 
tear pieces off whenever ihoy felt hungry 
with their teeth and nails. Birds and full 
of every species and variety were treated 
aimiliariy. Oneday, on iho JargeXowiohan 
plHl<i,aora« Indiaaa trapped a large faf bucic, 
snd being Tery hungiy^ ooaimenced ta tear 
it up and Sevear it raw. White they were 
doing 80, « v«y large bird <an *agle^, v.'as 
■observed hovering over them. Ha came 
very neat to th* ground and spolt* tw them 
.(birds could spealc in those times, ahhcugh 
■all but the parrot soem to have lost the 
gift now-a-days) in their own language. 
The Indians asked what he wanted? He 
lepliad that ho had that in his tail feathtn 
■which would make ihcm comfortable for life 
if they only possessed it; but to him it was 
a great burden. By its agency they could 
«ook their "grub," and kec'^i themselves 
(Warm during the cold winter. " ihw gilt, 
he said, " is oojay (fire). I have lon^ looked 
upon your su(leriii-rt with an eye of pity, 
.ami tiave at last obtiiined perniissiun trom 
',niy father to relieve you. In my tail-leiiih- 
.erg are two pieces of wond, which, wiien 
.rubbed hard together will emit (.parks oi 
ifire. Vou must heap tuyetlier dry wood 
.and leaves and in a minute or twoyoj will 
,have a blaze." . 

The Indians heard Ifie bird's words with 
amazemeut, and desiring to procure so val- 
uable a Ueasuro, strove to catch hirn. Ov er 
hiU .aud xlale .the.eagle dew, acrcss lates, 
and risers, and through the dense LxefM, 
he led his eager'purauers. The whole ir.ibe 
joined in tlie chass.; but for.6 'lotiK iliine he 
could not be caught. Many Indians Tell 
iulo deep pits and abysses, and a largo 
number, wjiile pursuing him in canoos across 
the SUaiU ,oJ San Juan del Fuca to vhat js 
jlOW ballad tho " Acojricau side," w<Jre 
attcked Lo by a whirlpool— where they re- 
jnain to litis day, iw.dding and bobbing 
^way likea potatoe in ajkot of boiling soup. 
At last the bird retntned to iheir oounlry, and 
was caught by an old woinun who threw 
some salt on his tail (where the salt wad ob- 
Uined the tradition does not say, an 1 we 
aieiaolined tohehevo that portion ol the 
■tory to he a fiotion.) The old lady secured 
the two bits of wood, rubbed thorn together 
as per direction, and soon had a cheetiul lire 
.burning in every lodge be longing to the 
Saanloh tribe. The sanae kind of wood 
ivras found to be easily obtainable in every 
part of tne country, and the knowledge soon 
jp;ft9d among,tbe other triboB, who wore not 
atowja following 80 ineitiraaUle a recipe. 
The «3£;lq: although he has lonj^ since ceased 
\o 'alk the language of Iho han'iicbs (pro- 
bably from a lack ol cowuion schools among 
hi3 people) has ever siuoe boea Called the 
San-oosay, or fire-bird, ond is oonaidered 
highly luspectaUle.

'^'^irrival of the Caledonia. 

The steamer Caledonia, Capt. Frain, ar- 
rived from New Westminster at 4 o'clock 
yesterday morning. She brought down 1 00 
passengcis — whites and Chinese, who 
seemed to have in their possession a large 
amount of^gold dust. 
The few passengers we hi ve conversed with 
tell a flattering tale of the prc^spects of the 
Similkameeii, Quesnelle and Catiboo dig- 
gings, ami all expreas them--elvea as con- 
templating another visit to the scenes of 
their last summer's labors when the Spring 
returns. 

On the 16th inst., a Frenchman known 
only as " Pete," was drowned a short dis- 
tance above Fort Yale while attempting to 
cross the Fiaser in a canoe. His body was 
not recovered. 

W. T. Ballon, Esq., of the Pioneer Ex- 
press Company, writes lis the following: 
Fort Hope, Nov. 18th, 18fiO. 

Editor British Coi.onut;— Dunbar 
got in this evening, very much fatigued. 
He had to leave his. animals on the other 
side of the mountains, on account of the 
recent heavy snows. The snow, for a dis- 
tance of forty miles, is from four to five feet 
deep, and Dunbar had to make hi< way 
through it. Packing Im.s cfa.Med for llie 
winter from Hope to Similkameeii ; inn 
Dunbar says he is determined to run all 
the season. ;.„..„ , „ , 

The news from Similkameen and Hock 
Creek continues good. Miners are all 
making fair wages. No snow in the valley 
of either stream yet. 

A large number of Cayoosh horses are 
being rigged out at ColviHeaiul other places 
to put on the Similkameen route in the 

Those who have animals say that if the 
one half-ient per pound lax is taken oil, 
they will pack troin Hope rather than from 
the Dalles, and from private advices 1 have 
the fact substantiated. . 

This new discovered gold section will, in 
my belief, attract much attention in the 
spring ; and I believe if Government would, 
as with the 85 mule tax, nullify this half-a- 
cent tax, the travel and trade would pass 
through the proper channel ( Fraser r.'ver), 
■where now every facility for transportaiion 
is aflforded at low figures. The amount paid 
by Governmint for officers to collect the 
tax, will certainly be greater than will he 
received by the Government, unless the 
trade and travel comes via New West- 
minster. 

The news from Cariboo is, that not over 
100 persons will winter in that quarter this 
winter ; and I am informed, or at least 1 
find, thatmany of the boys that were making 
big strikes up there through the summer, 
have come down firoite. This is owing to 
the hiiih price of provisions, and, I suppose, 
bad roads. 

No news of importance from Hope and 
Yale; only crowds of people, Chinese and 
I flthers, are leaving by every boat, and that 
I any steamboat can go to Yale now.

M'. Waddington— 'I'he -r«(wrtflf .in«lec- 
tbu committee is final; in England it is 
gtrded that when the fl«use appoints a 
eimmittee, it puts full powers in its hands. 

The Speaker — 1 think I luUBt decide this 
rmnrt, lo be a special iiiie ; because it enter.'i 
ujon matters the Cemmittee had no right 
loantur upon. 

Mr. Coles asked on wiiich portion of the 
rerort Iho Speaker, had based his deoisioa. 

ihe Speaker ropiied that «he whole report 
wa! aflected by the committee reporting 
upon a special clause 

Nr. McDonald said the cammitle» had 
not arrived at the decision reported until the 
4!«unsel on both sides had informed them 
that the election was invalid. 

Mr. Wadding-ton— The committee, in 
making tho report, introduced no cesolulion 
fpr the express purpose of having their do- 
Xiision considered final. Any attempt to set 
aside ithe decision is illegal. In tho House 
of Commons the report of the Committee is 
always considered nnal^and if the oommittee 
jeport that an election is void the Speaker 
immediately issues a new writ. 

Mr. Gary did not wish to find fault with 
the dociiioii of tho Committee, but wiih 
the report, where it aflected the registration 
of voters. Power is /delegated to tho com- 
mittee to come to a decision — the law is 
^l4,lipon,tfauBt I>oin { but (hey have no right 
to introduce nubiects foreign to the point. 

Mr. Waddington — In appointing tho com- 
mittee, the House took all tho power out of 
its own h uidsand gave it to the committee. 
The /somtnitteo bavo ariived at a doMsiep, 



and that decision is final. The House, 
I repeat, has no power in the matter. 

Mr. Foster did not believe the Speaker had 
a right to overrule tho decision of the Com- 

uiitteo. The matter had been given to a 
oommittoo; that ooaiinittee had decided and 
reported upon the .subject. Was it rigiit — 
was it proper, that bouiuiso tlioro was a ina- 
jority in the Ilonso oppo.sod to the decl.sioii 
that it should bo upset, contrary to all prece- 
dent? 

Mr. AVnddington again rose oppose tho 
ruling of the Speaker.

Tho Speaker — If tho Committee hud sent

plicaliln to 18f)0. This the Coiinuittco bad 
nnthiii^ to do with — consoipiontly bo line! de- 
cided that tho report wa.s a sppcial lii;di:ip. 

Mr. Waddington — I nguiii take occasion 
to say that tho Speaker's decision is per- 
fectly illegal. 

Mr. Carr then gave notice of n motion 
that he slu'uld move the House go into Coni- 
mittoe of the Whole on tho report on Mon- 
day next. 

(I AH r.ii.i,. 

Mr. VVndJington reported favorably upon 
the gas bill, from the Select Committer. It 
w as decided that tho House should consider 
the matter on Tuesday next. 

REOISTHATIO.S- Or TITl.KS. 

Third readini; of Bill to facilitate the 
Tranf-fer of Real Eslato. 

Mr. Franklin thought that it was not in 
accordance with the practice of the House 
that a bill with its various amendroents — 
which had only passed Committee three 
days before, should be bioii^dit up so noon. 
He oonsidcred it of uiiimmI iiniior- 

tance to the coiiiilry that a good bill for the 
Transfer of Real Estate should be pas'teJ ; 
that he looked on the present Hill with dis- 
trust— and that the manner of pushing the 
Bill through iiieHousedid not tend lo lessen 
that feeling. 

Mr. Gary tliooiihl lliat if l.hc Hon. riieiiiber 
con.'iilereci the Hill o( suc'i imporlance hf 
should have atteniled to il before — the Bill 
had been much discu.ssed liefore parsing the 
Committee, ai>d that the third reading of a 
Bill olfered no onpoituiiity for tlibcu.ssion of 
its merits. 

The Speaker — Certainly not. The House 
has then lo pass il, re-onnsiiler it, or throw 
it out. 

Mr. Franklin — I have beiMi iiiiavoiilably 
detained from altendiii^ ifiis Hoii'<e, ami 
even now attend at great p''cuniary loss to 
myself; but do not like the bill, and having 
been iinaMe io olviaiii a legible copy of it 
until 1 o'clock to-day, 1 am unable, at pres- 
ent, lo ulalo iny objecf.ioiis to it. But I 
would say thai r. .-ieenied to me to jilace the 
power in one man's han(L«, wdio would be 
almost equal to a Turkish Cadiz. I would 
move in iimeniJmeril, lhat the third reading 
oflheBillbe po.><l|ioned until Wednesday 
nevt. The same bill had been intioduoed 
in ihe Parliaineiit of New South Wale.", anil 
the S;)eaker, a lei; I i,'eiil lernan, bad spoken 
very .-everely on liaviiiL;a clau.se appoiiitiim 
a Barrister as Registrar, saying that it was 
not proper a lower court should have the 
power to decide on a Title, that it was the 
duty of the Suprjnie Court to ilo so. 

Mr. Foster seconded tlie resohilion, and 
liiiil runer till ln-iiay Iwaid ii word about the 
iihseiiee ot the iion. member. Tli.Tt for hin 
part be coil^ideied it belter to alluvv ihe 
Governor to appoint :i Registrar. That 
though he might appoint a son-in-law, or 
any one else, still he considered that b 
lawyer could do more harm lo the titles of 
the lanil-holdei-i than one who was not 
versed in t.u; law could ilo. 

The am-:uliiient was tlie.ii put, and lost 
by * majoriiy of uvo, anil the bill having 
been read, iho House adjouriieil until -Mon- 
day, at 2 o'clock.

The Rhine and the iMincio — An in- 
flupiitial German paper li.'.s llie following 
reply to the journals which maintain that it 
is for the interest of Germany to keep the 
iiio of tlie Mincio : ' . . ' 

AVIiat is there in common between the 
Rhine and the Mincio ? The Rhine covers 
Germany from the Alps to the sea: it has 
always been a German river, ever since 
there was a German race, and that race 
still exclusively resides on its banks. The 
Mincio, on the contrary, is an Italiiin river: 
it iniverses only Italy and only covers an 
Italian eountiy. Even the Austrian provin- 
ces of lllyria only belong in name to Ger- 
many; the races who live there are of 
foreign origin and of no iinporlanoe to us. 
Tho Mincio covers the present territory of 
Austria, but does not cover Germany. The 
Po and the Ticino are even, for Germany, 
more imporiant strategic lines than the 
Mincio. Tho power which is master of tho 
Po can penetr ito into the Tyrol and pass 
the Brenner. Behiud tlio Mincio tliere are 
no important passages; that river is only of 
value in a war exclusively Austrian. To 
compare the Mincio to theRhine, as regards 
ttie defence of Germany, is an absurdity 
Iroin which Germany ouuht to abstain. 
Besides, since the port of Venice haf< been 
Austrian, it has never hecn of use to, Ger- 
man commerce. When that city was 
Italian and I'ree, il was an intermediary for 
a great part of that commerce.
